1. Dr. Hsrtort '^(ELi-IWG first caoo to the attention of this 
office tiir< gn I'm report on Ountb*r >~)IE5 V -1NPGRN. SKQSLSING was tte nan 

in Konetana who tiad arranged TT.'ISS vKBORN* a trip to Switzerland. n How ^HO^LSINQ 
has applied for an Immigration visa at the Ccnsulate-foneral, Zurich. In 
this connection it has been possible for a CIA representative to Interview 
hi* regarding the SCHUI.Z^BOYSSH. 

2. 5KG2LSIBG is writing a complete report for the Swiss 
Bunds sanwaltsc haft (Federal Police) on his knowledge of the SCHULZS-BOYS5H 
group. It la fairly certsb that the infornation tiaa goo© also to the 
French although 3NQ31.STN0 would not definitely adbit this. The Swiss 

are most anxious to find the connectin’- link between the SCHULZ'S- BOYSaN 
group and the BA DO network. 

3* SKG3LSIJJ0 states that there was no connection between 
the two group s f which aay ba an indication of hew little he knows of 
ti«s whole cm*. Furthermore, his story of Libortaa SCHULZS-BOTBGB does 
not agree with previous descriptions of tho lady or the role she played. 

Ris explanation of how be, himself, escaped implication in the SCHULZS- 
BOYS1N trial seems very weak if he was as intimate sfaember of the group 
as he wo. Id have one believe*,

h. ^KlSLfiK'G stands well enough with the French to have been 
given the appointment, in 1>U5, of Ihief Attorney in the French iiilitary 
Ooirts and the Orman Courts. He works with Ldor. HILi* "Conajiseaire de 
rvurete" of the French Military Government, Konstans* Source claims that 
part of :K , "fiL3Iiki , e success ooa*s from playing the French against the Germans, 
during hia interview 7.KGSLSJb\l Justified the measures of the French occupation 
authorities and belittled t:<e eternal German cooplAinta abo- t thn French. 

5. Concerning the SCffiJU’S-BOXSSB group 3KGBLSIK0 tOld Che fol- 
lowing! _1 

T he mHiUL Z^-BOTSn group started as a discussion grocp of assorted 
bohemian and revolutionary elements with no program and little talent for ac- 
tion. SNOZLSINQ, tiaself, was largely responsible for bringing the group into 
contact with persons having access to information and for clarifying 5CHULZ-- 
eorsiw'a own line of action, SCHULZS- POISON co ld infomation only from 

the Luftwaffe in whose offices he was employed. TGXLMSG, though his ac- 
quaintance with favorite actresses of top Basis, was able to provide SCHULZ-- 
HOYP^K with situation reports on future political or military actions to be 
taken by the German Government. This Information was reportedly passed to the 
Allies, presumably the British, by wa; of Count DO OLAS, Swedish Military 
Attache in Purlin, Count DOUBLAS* wife was related to SCHULZC-BOI?CN»s. 

WSISP :nB 0PJH belonged to the inner circle of the SCHULZ v-BOTSSH group. 'IKG&L- 
SJ \G had be c ocas a cquainted with WCXS5iiKB0R? : through film scripts written by 
the latter. HISSSWROW did not contribute much to' the Information of the 
group. However, it was W3ISS2HB0RB who told that in his, VtelSS^N- 

RORK's, opinion the Tegtern Allies were not doin,; much to defeat 0*rasny and 
that it wo-. Id be more effective to give their information to the tassians. 
rHO^tSING could not recall V/* technicalities of establishing this contact 
and carrying it out. B» does remember that all information went to a woman 
doctor :>lsa PAUL (Slfrieda PAUL) who Is still in Berlin. She in turn passed 
it to an unidentified radio operator. “bTSLS.'NC recalls that the radio 
operator tad to keep sending on a number of different wave-lengths until he 
received a signs L th:;t h® r.ee being picked up. himself, maces no 

claim to technical kncwlo-fe along this line. 

6. '.KOaLSIHG states with certainty that tin SCflULZS-BGYSiSK group 
had no. connection with t.e RArX) group in >'witaerland. As proof of this be 
asserts that the text used for coding by the Orman group was a certain edi- 
tion of "Til ^ulenspiegel" and the RAUG group u^d another book, the title of 
which he coild not recall. (Apparently in spite of his lack of technical know- 
ledge ‘'SGSLS’WQ knew somethin, about t»^ codes used). 

7. TIjo SCHULZ>-P0T5aK group were track" d down by the location of 
their transmitter and by a penetration effected by tlv? Gestapo with Libertas 
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SC UULZS-BOTS nee HAAS-H'Sri as .the target. LIBRAS was a beautiful girl and 
somewhat promiscuous, At the behest of tr.^ group who insisted that revolution- 
aries co-id not raise children and against her own will, she had to have an 
abortion whioh was performed by >. ~*lsa PAtH. . VTilSSSf-BOSN, in particular, was 
\tfeheinant on this subject* Th* result was that LIfV’TtTJLS turned against the group 
spiritually and was an easy prey, psychologically, Tor tho Gestapo. A hand sons 
Gestapo *aeabor succeeded in naJcln*: UP I7TAS fall in love with him and through her 
he gradually got the nocas of the CHULZS-BOTS^II group. 

6* Tfoan the group was brought to trial, WSISSSSJBORN received only a 
four year sentence because there wao no evidence of the activity on his part ex- 
cept that LIETCRTAS had sentioned his name. ^OKtSTKG ffAS HSTSR INVOLVED. He 
explains this by the foot that he is a Catholic and had been the only one opposed 
to the abortion. He fully expected to be called in by the Oestapo. Finely, out 
of desperation, he v*nt to see PAUSING 'R (perhaps PAMffllTZ is a* ant) to inquire 
vh ether or not there was any record against him, but the Chetapo ware not interested 
in him. 

9. regarding ICSiSSaSiri'ft 1 , CKOrILf . KO reports that he saw him for the 
first time since the .. CHULZS-BOTSdN trial in Kona tana recently. cane 

to Konstans in connection with the staging of hie play "Babel*. SNOSLSIKO was so 
moved by ^SISSSNBORK* e difficult situation and lack of aeans that he arranged 
that tfSISFSHBOHH ha brought into Swi tier land for one day. He made the arrange- 
ments on the Swiss side with Sort HIRSCHFSLj> of tto Zurich Schaaapielhaus to get 
the permission by telling the fcirich Cantonal Police that I3I5SSNBQRN was needed 
for discussion on the stating of one of his, *~I$SSN5k W 1 * plays, tfh* one of 
^HCKLSItiO’s contacts in tho Swiss Federal Polios heard of ff3IS52NF0HK« « visit, 
h e scolded ^HOSLSIHO for bringing a Cosssunist into Switzerland. ^HQiiLSING states 
that «nisS5NBGR>: is definitely not a Coonunist. W^ISSStJBGSN lives in the British 
Sector of Berlin and has taken no advantage of the excellent offers made by the 
Russians to artists who will work in the theaters in the Russim Sons*

tor of large client concerns in Oar many. BUSCHHAJW has excellent connectioaa 
with the SCHSdlUTHLINT family in ^witearland. He worked for about one year as 
an economic advisor in the Russian Zone, but gave up this position for a simi- 
lar one with the Africans in Perlin. &* claims to be closely connected with 
the fnerioan md British economic staff in Oeroany. Ha is a nan in his late 
forties, tall, with an athletic build and seams to have a vigorous and clever 
mentality. 



2, RN05LSIN0 said that BCSCHHAHM was tb* center of a group of older md 
mars experienced men w o joined the SCHULZ^-BOfSfcN group and wh were humorously 
called the 0 Fbssilien* . BVSCnMAH'* contributed the following on the SCHULZ2- 
BOrs:%H group i 

3. 2NGELSING introduces BCSCHHASH to SCWIlZ*S-B0r55N in 19}}. At that 

ti ms SCHULZVBOfSSN had no real indoctrination in CcaHtunisn and it was in BUSCH- 
UAH*s house that he had tie opportunity to read Lenin's works, etc. BUSCHidANK 
had a good collection of these writings in his cellar* Both ^KOCi.S- :S0 and 
HUSCHWA^ think that this reading gave 8CHtfl.Z--BC7 F. 5K ' s thinking a clear poli- 
tical direction. Up to that time th* latter had beer, primarily anti-Kaxi due to 
his mistreatment by the Nasis in 1?33 but he had no positive trend in his poli-

BUSCKkAKN also said 
that the chW informant for the fCHULZS-BCflfSdH group on th* Balkans was Ahe 
Croatian Press Attache in Berlin (nase forgotten), who, although he was in the 
Ustachi Diplomatic aiasion, was in reality very left-wing. BU3GHKAKK seconded 
CN.fKLSIHO in n&ning the Swedish diplomat U. : ’uj,AS as tte ciiaruwl to the western 
Allies and added that saWUZ-BOTSW had Ured of the rtestern Titles and was 
eager to work Ath the Russians. BUSCt&ANK, hlaself , supplied the group with 
information on the raw material situation : in Germany since he was in an excellent 
posltior. to obtain such information. 

5. BUSCHliAKH knows that groups similar to the 5CHIT.ZS-B0TBSN group 
existed in Holland and f-elgiur. but he ignorant of details. He stated very 

definitely that SCHULZ S-PGT.'>^N had given the Russians information that the Luft£ 
waff* knew of English convoys «n route to Huraanak, but that the Russians did 
not pass on this Infonaation since they thought that the English deserved to 
suffer oom losses.

newber of the Oman group andhmd n- connection with the Swiss. Unless he gained 
tha information fion his contact in the Swiss Federal Police, he could have learned 
it only from ISISSSUEORK (who probably did not know the Swiss code) or ®n» other 
equally well-inf oread Member of the inner circle. Although a certain amount of 
material has been published on the Oermac affair, none of the publications men- 
tioned codes; no publications on the Swiss group are known. 

6. There are apparently two possible explanations of tNGSLSINO’s claims. 

He may actually be ore of the hitherto unknown Hides between SCHULZS-BOTSEN and 
HA DO or DUSIB1CD0HPSS of the Swiss group, tr, md this is coneidtored acre likely, 
ta» is one of the persons who hAd very distant connections with the Rote iUPPILLB 
case sod now finds it useful to appear as an important seaber of the resistance 
group, r^lyir.g upon published material for his information. 

7. Heidelberg has no traces on B8SCHUAJIH, unless be can be identified 
with the a x~ president of the Central Administration for Trade and Supply in 
the Russian Zone.
